Hardware, Sears, Valley 
Furniture, Southern California 
Edison company, Tule River 
Cooperative Gins, Southern 
Tulare County Citrus association 
- these are some of the exhibit 
types that we would like to see 
develop, rather than more and 
more organization exhibits ... 
Some business firms simply do 
not fit into a fair - these, we 
would say, might well continue 
to donate commercial exhibit 
space, but those businesses that 
can be adapted to a fair display 
might better go with a 
commercial exhibit - The Farm 
Tribune included. 


TREND IN outdoor exhibits 
we like - more and more 
recreation-related ‘displays. We 
keep saying that the entire 
ball-park area should be covered 
by a sportsmen’s show; it can be 
done next year if selling is 
started early - say about today. 

SPEAKING OF commercial 
exhibits, the Porterville Junior 
chamber of commerce. handled 
sales, also program advertising - 
and a fine job this organization 
did ... Particularly Jerry Ward. 


LIVESTOCK WAS again 
excellent ... And some of us are 
seeing 4-H and Future Farmer 
exhibitors coming along whose 
fathers and mothers we also saw 
coming along, and it looks to us 
like the kids are producing 
better livestock now than their 
parents did when they were kids, 
however, the high quality of 
Porterville Fair livestock has 
really never changed-from that 
first fair on the high school 
grounds. It was tops then, it 
remains tops now. The real 
change probably is in’ different 
type, modern type animals, bred 
to meet changing market 
demands. 


TWO FORMER junior 
exhibitors at the Porterville fair -

- Workers Organizing Committee. 

In Fresno, Chavez’ 20 year old son, Fernando, re- 
fused induction into the Army under the glare of tele- 
vision lights, claiming that he is a conscientious objec- 
tor. “Because of my poverty, I have been denied my 
rights,” he claimed. “All I want are the same rights 
that the son of a rich man gets.” 

On April 19, the New York Times featured a picture 
of a fashionably dressed Dolores Huerta, Chavez’ chief 
lieutenant, conversing with her host George Plimpton 
of the best-seller “Paper Lion” fame, at a party in 
Plimpton’s spectacular East River Drive duplex de- 
scribed by the Times as “The Place to Be”. 

“The Plimpton reception,” the Times reported, 
“was the last part of a $25-a-person benefit” for “Cesar 
Chavez’ striking grape pickers, a favorite cause of the 
New Left branch of New York society.” 

Articles glorifying Chavez and his lieutenants have 
been featured in such magazines as Look, Vogue and 
Ramparts. He may not have many followers among 
farm workers, but he’s the darling of that strange 
breed of moneyed leftists who smile indulgently on 
every revolutionary cause. 

So please, Cesar—and son of Cesar—spare us that 
poor mouth bit.

Let Federal 


overnment Pay 


Welfare Costs 


WASHINGTON, D.C. - 
Congressman Bob Mathias has 
introduced legislation to provide 
for the Federal government to 
pay the entire cost of assistance 
to those people who have 
become eligible for welfare due 
to a recent Supreme Court 
decision which declared state 
residence requirements 
unconstitutional. 

Before the Supreme Court 


decision, a person could not } 


receive welfare assistance until 
he met a State residence 
requirement. 

The Supreme Court, however, 
declared unconstitutional 
various state statutes requiring a 
period of residence within. the 
state before a person becomes 
eligible for public assistance 
under titles I, IV, X, XIV, and 
XVI of the Social Security act. 

A person can now receive 
welfare assistance without 
meeting any residence 
requirements. In theory, a 
person could receive assistance 
after having lived in a state for 
only one day. 

Mathias said, ‘‘The 
enforcement of this decision and 
its application to California and 
the other 49 states will impose 
an unreasonable financial burden 
on each state and local 
government 

“If the Federal government is 
going to enforce this Court 
decision, then the Federal 
government should pay the 
additional costs. Our state and 
local governments have enough 
financial problems without being 
saddled with additional welfare 
payments.”
